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REPORT ON THE NUMISMATIC EXHIBITION IN MADRID 


General Franco officially opened the largest coin and medal exhibi- 
tion ever held in Spain, on November 17, at the Palacio Nacional de 
Museos y Bibliotecas (National Library) in Madrid. Sponsored by the 
Spanish government, the show included exhibits from 42 nations.

Through the untiring efforts of Hans M. F. Schulman, official rep- 
resentative from the United States, the designers and engravers of this 
country were well represented. So well in fact, that the United States 
won two of the first three prizes. Mr. Schulman spent many months in 
organizing and preparing entries from the United States, and is to be 
congratulated on his successful attempt to bring recognition to the 
creators of the medallic art in this country. 

At the invitation of the Director of the Spanish Mint, Mrs. Nellie 
Tayloe Ross, Director of the U. S. Mint, attended the Exposition, accom- 
panied by her friend Miss Dorothy Tomlinson. Our official Mint exhibit 
was one of the largest and finest in the show and attracted much attention. 

An attractively arranged case was devoted to the medals of the 
American Numismatic Association. These included the Medal of Merit, 
the Heath Literary Award Medal, the 50-Year Index Medal, Past Presi- 
dent’s Medal, Membership Medals for 50 and 25 Years, and National 
Coin Week medals of 1948 and 1949. Most of these medals were executed 
by Julius Windner of Philadelphia. 
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The United States Mint Exhibit was one of the most extensive. At the 
right are the Presidential Medals in platinum, exhibited by A. W. Ault. 



The Society of Medalists, with headquarters in New York City, won 
first prize for societies furthering medallic art, and the Medallic Art 
Company of New York City was recognized as being the foremost manu- 
facturer of medals. Italy won first prize for sculpture. 

One of the most valuable exhibits was put on by A. W. Ault of 
Cincinnati, Ohio. It consisted of a set of U. S. Presidential Medals, struck 
in platinum.

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I. The Castine Deposit. 

Several hundred (one account says nearly 2000) silver coins were 
dug up between Nov. 1840 and April 1841 by one Capt. Stephen Grindle 
and his son Samuel, on their farm, near “Johnson's Narrows” on the 
Bagaduce River some six miles upstream from the harbor of Castine, 
Maine. The coins are believed to have been buried by someone in the 
entourage of Baron Jean Vincent de Castin, in 1704, possibly in prepara- 
tion for flight from Col. Benjamin Church who during May of that year 
commanded an expedition along the East Coast and took many people, 
both French and Indian, prisoner as part of his prosecution of Queen 
Anne’s War in the colonies. 

This hoard included coins from France, Netherlands, Spain, Portugal, 
England and some of the smaller European states, Mexico and Spanish 
South America. There were also a large number (thirty to 75) of Mas- 
sachusetts silver coins, all said to be of the Pine Tree type. A selection 
of the coins was preserved, and is illustrated by Noe.

Since Noe’s publication, it has been established that one of the two 
known specimens of the Pine Tree shilling with MASASTHVSETS 
(Crosby 6-K) also came from this hoard. This specimen is shown above.

SURVEY OF AMERICAN COIN HOARDS 

By WALTER H. BREEN, Johns Hopkins University, Baltimore, Md. 

Sydney P. Noe, writing in 'The Castine Deposit’' (No. 100 of NU‘ 
mismatic Notes and Monographs) , p. 34, remarked that finds of coins 
within the United States, though infrequent, were more numerous than 
might be supposed. Amplifying this statement, he went on to tell about 
several of them and mention one or two others. This brief glimpse of 
information on American treasure trove whetted my curiosity to know 
if these were all the American finds known, if they had been elsewhere 
published than in that monograph and its source books, and generally 
anything and everything that could be found out about the too-scanty 
American section of the history of that intriguing field, buried treasure. 

It turned out during my subsequent research that at least a dozen 
coin finds in the U. S. had been recorded — a dozen, that is, about which 
any reliable information was available; many more of which all now 
known is fiction, fraud or cub reporter’s imagination. But, strangely 
enough, in almost no instances had the hoards been adequately written 
up, or enough publicized so that reliable information could be readily 
found, or so that more than one or two narrow specialists had ever heard 
of them. And in several instances nothing more is known to this day 
than the names with, at best, one or two coins being identified — more 
often only the names, and sometimes only the cities. Again, no publica- 
tion known to me has ever tried to list American coin finds or to name 
sources of information on them — a state of affairs unheard of in Euro- 
pean numismatics. The present survey is a first attempt to remedy that 
situation. 

For information on discussion and interpretation of finds, Noe’s 
“Coin Hoards” (No. 1 in the above series of monographs), with its 
bibliography, is excellent and highly recommended. I should here add, 
however, that there is one special type of find (uniquely American?) 
unmentioned by Noe but seen here in several instances. This is the 
“mint sample” — a find of coins in the container in which they pre- 
sumably came from the issuing mint. The best examples of this are per- 
haps the Fifth Avenue Bank hoard of Fugios, and the Goodhue-Nichols 
and Randall finds of cents. 

Hoards will be listed here in chronological order (date of discovery) 
as near as possible, with a resume of the facts known and a list of sources 
appended in each case. 
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1797 yellow fever season — on the “highly satisfactory” planchets from 
the first shipment out of Boulton and Watt’s Soho Mint, near Birming- 
ham, England. (This period comprised Nov. 22-Dec. 18, 1797, the 
Mint having been closed most of the summer and early fall ; the planchets 
had arrived in April 1797, and comprised 88 Cwt or 9856 pounds.) 

The cent varieties in this hoard are most often listed as three, 
namely 1796 G-15, 1797 D-106 and D-100. It is, however, certain that 
at least two and possibly four other varieties were represented therein. 
(See accompanying plate.) 

Lot 15 of the Stetson collection (Woodward, Jan. 21, 1889) was a 
1796 cent with LIHERTY (very likely the ANS specimen with rusted 
dies, illustrated here; cf. the 1796 answering this description in the 
R. Coulton Davis sale, January 1890) — identified as a Nichols find 
coin. And lot 673 of Hon. Heman Ely’s collection, sold by Woodward 
Jan. 8, 1884, was a 1797 from the same source — Ely had marked the 
sources of all his important pieces; this coin’s obverse was illustrated, 
and proves to be of D-102. Now the 1797 D-102 and D-101 have been 
long known to come on planchets somewhat like those of the regular 
Nichols coins; also the reverses come almost always blunted in the 
same manner as were the two used on the regular Nichols varieties. 
(They are, however, far more rare than any of the regular Nichols varie- 
ties when in top condition; consequently they must have formed only a 
minute part of the original sample). Now note the plate, and observe 
that (1) The 1797 D-101, D-102 share the same obverse. (2) The reverse 
of the D-101 is so extremely similar to that of 1796 CN-14 that Clapp 
argued they must have been cut at the same time (berry under D of 
UNITED — unique among reverses of this type). (3) CN-14 has the 
obverse of G-15, one of the regular 1796 Nichols varieties, but by die- 
break evidence must have just preceded the G-15; and the single Mint 
State example of this rarity, CN-14, illustrated here, is on a planchet 
similar to those used for the acknowledged Nichols varieties. So even- 
tually it may become provable that the original find included all seven 
varieties: 1796 G-10, CN-14, G-15; 1797 D-106, D-100, D-102, D-101. 

Uniquely among American finds, this hoard can be dated to practi- 
cally the exact month: if Benjamin Goodhue got it in 1797, he almost 
certainly must have done so in December of that year, as the coins 
were only delivered to the Treasurer from the Coiner between Nov. 22 
and Dec. 18. With only two cent presses in operation, coinage must have 
been in force quite some time under much pressure of haste ; the varieties 
on the first Boulton planchets — including, therefore, the Nichols coins — 
must have comprised 337920 out of the 486000 cents actually delivered 
then, that figure being the number of 168-grain cents or cent planchets 
in 88 Cwt disregarding wastage. 

Finally, there is good evidence that the number of cents in the 
original “mint sample” was 1000. (We don’t know if the hoard was 
intact in 1859.) As follows: (1) This was a lot that came direct from 
the Mint, as the Mint regularly distributed cents. (2) Statements in 
Adam Eckfeldt’s script (in the CENT BOOK 1796-1803, now in the 
Archives) show that in 1796-7 the Mint regularly distributed cents in 
boxes of 5000 and bags of 1000. Analysis of Dr. Sheldon’s rarity figures 
show that there must still exist several hundred choice specimens of the 
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tain English gold and silver coins and a gold signet ring — total metal 
value about $100 when the find took place — described as follows : 

Gold, 21 pieces — ten sovereigns and three half-sovereigns of James 
I, seven sovereigns of Charles I, and one ‘Scots piece of half-sovereign 
size,' dated 1602, of James VI as king of Scotland only. 

Silver, 31 pieces, including various coins of Elizabeth and James, 
dated variously 1564-1625. These were sixpences, groats and half-groats. 
There were also some undated shillings of each ruler. 

The signet ring is described as being of gold, wt. 196 grains. The 
signet was of oval shape (%" by %") and bore for device monogrammed 
and ornamented letters GV and the inscription: 

“United Hearts 
“Death only Partes.” 

The hoard is thought to have been buried about 1645.

III. New Windsor, N. Y. Hoard. 

No dependable information on this hoard is known. Mr. Noe cites 
it in “The Castine Deposit,” pp. 34-5, which see. No source of informa- 
tion is named there. The quoted descriptions of coins said to have been 
found there — put in inverted commas by Mr. Noe — are quite dubious, 
to say the least. 

IV. The Goodhue-Nichols Find. 

Common features of the conflicting stories about this hoard indicate 
that it was a “Mint Sample,” a bag of cents dated 1796-7, obtained in 
1797 from the Mint by one Benjamin Goodhue (supposedly a member 
of the old Continental Congress), grandfather of Mrs. Nichols. There 
is also a rumor which I have not been able to trace to its source, to the 
effect that the hoard was found in Salem, Mass., and that one individual 
concerned was Major C. P. Nichols of Springfield; but usually the Nichols 
family is identified as being from Philadelphia. Discounting the purely 
rumor-fashioned parts of the story, we find it certain that the hoard 
was known to collectors between Boston and Philadelphia as early as 
1858-9, and had been entirely dispersed before 1863. The first coins 
were offered for practically nothing; in 1859-60 they brought about one 
dollar each, in 1863 around $3-$4, by 1868 perhaps $10 to $15 — and 
now ten times as much. 

This find is of great interest and importance to collectors of early 
issues of the First Mint generally, and to cent collectors particularly, as 
it throws considerable light on early Mint practice. Briefly, it confirms 
that 1796-dated dies were used in 1797; it reveals one method of cent 
distribution in that period. And it is demonstratable that the “Nichols” 
cents were struck in the period following the Mint’s reopening after the 
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Nichols and probably-Nichols varieties; so the above figure of 1000 is 
certainly reasonable. 

The photographs on the plate are of cents from the G. H. Clapp 
collection, now in ANS. They illustrate varieties of 1796-7 which prob- 
ably originally formed part of the Nichols “mint sample,” but it is not 
necessarily possible to trace all of the coins shown back to this find. 
The arrangement shown emphasizes the die-linkages and resemblances 
cited earlier.

The accounts in the “Elmira” and Stetson catalogues vary slightly, but the sub- 
stitution of Nichols for Goodhue in the last-named was probably a slip of memory; 
W.E.W. was then very old, nearly blind, and generally declining. All of his late 
catalogues were put out with help from younger dealers, and many show rambling 
reminiscences not seen before 1879 except in rare tantalizing fragments. 


V. The Roxbury Find. 

This quantity of Massachusetts silver came to light when some loose 
gravel was dislodged during play by a little boy of the Roxbury, Mass., 
neighborhood. No container was found, though the excellent preserva- 
tion of the coins proves that they must have been well protected; later 
descriptions calleci them uniformly “very fine” — which grade in those 
days really meant “nearly mint state.” 

The coins were found in 1863, and were shortly sold to W. Elliot 
Woodward, coin dealer also of Roxbury, and source of most of the avail- 
able information. He offered the lot at a reserve of $150 as No. 1640^ 
of the John F. McCoy sale (June 1864). They being passed at that 
auction. Woodward sold them piecemeal (realizing slightly under $100 
for the lot) at his next auction, which took place the following October. 
No pieces today known can be reliably traced back to this hoard, so far 
as I know. 

Woodward called this find the second largest hoard of Massachusetts 
money ever known, the first and greatest being the Castine Deposit. 
The coins found in Roxbury comprised sixteen pieces of the Oak Tree 
type — one shilling, seven sixpences, two threepences and six twopences 
— and twelve of the Pine Tree pattern, including six shillings, two six- 
pences and four threepences. Little can be determined about varieties 
from the descriptions, however. One of the sixpences had been bent and 
bitten as a Witch Token; which raises the question: how long before 
the scandals of 1692 did this practice start? 
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TYPES OF NICHOLS FIND CENTS . 
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In this period, 1817-20, as before, the Mint distributed cents in the 
same kegs in which the planchets therefor had been shipped from Boul- 
ton’s establishment in England. Each keg held, on the average, 14000 
cents or cent planchets, though a few records exist in the Archives of 
instances of kegs holding 12000 to 18000. (Which should give a fair idea 
of the size of the Randall hoard, even if it comprised only ONE keg.) 
Probably most of the Randall hoard was of 1818 Andrews 10 — the 
variety illustrated — and 1820 Andrews 13. 

The Randall story came out as a result of a (mistaken) suppositious 
reference in Ebenezer Mason’s journal, 1869, to these coins as restrikes. 
The story of course completely exonerates Randall and the Mint. 

There are also supposed to have been some 1825 cents in the find, 
as well as cents of the earlier dates 1817-20. (The 1825’s, however, must 
have been quite few; this date is far from common in red uncirculated 
condition.) If this report is accurate, it indicates that the hoard is a 
product of after 1820, when overproduction at the Mint caused the con- 
dition technically known as '‘redundancy” and deliveries to banks lagged 
years behind coinages. (This condition was partly explained in the Coin 
Coll. Journal article given as Ref. (1), Hoard IV.) Also Woodward 
once — under lot 654 of the August 16, 1887 sale — referred to the Ran- 
dall hoard as containing cents from 1817 to 1856. I find no verification 
of this last elsewhere, but it is quite possible that Randall might have 
located other "mint samples” in the New York area. Certain it is that 
cents were once — between 1841 and 1853 — a drug on the New York 
market; and it is known that in the latter part of that period they had 
been sold by the keg at a discount. Evidence for this, from Mint cor- 
respondence, will be given in full in a forthcoming article by the present 
writer, to be called "The Passing of the Big Cents.”

VI. The Rea Hoard 

Known only by a couple of references Woodward made (Lot 899 
of the Dec. 16, 1885 sale = Ely 357 [Jan. 1884, see plate in that cata- 
logue] = McCoy 609) to a 1795 V2 half disme in mint state. This half 
disme, illustrated in the Ely catalogue, was said to be one from a “little 
hoard” received by the Roxbury lady, named above, as a birthday gift 
in 1795, and by her kept until the 1860’s or 1870’s, during which period 
she dispersed the hoard at private sale. Query: A “mint sample”?

VII. The Boothbay Harbor Find. 

Massachusetts shillings to the number of five. Oak and Pine, dam- 
aged by action of salt water, found under obscure circumstances in a 
little cove at Boothbay Harbor, Maine, in 1865. Owned by W. Elliot 
Woodward; the last one was sold with his personal collection in 1884. 
To be discussed further in the forthcoming monograph on Pine Tree 
coinages, which see. 

VIII. The Randall Cents. 



1818 Andrews 10. Commonest of the cents from the Randall Find. 

Most of the red or partly red uncirculated cents of 1817-1818-1819- 
1820 now known, and some others, came from this hoard. In or before 
1869, there was discovered in Georgia one or more kegs (evidently a 
“mint sample”) of cents. These coppers had been buried (while in the 
intact kegs) during or before the War Between the States. They were 
sent to a New York merchant in payment of a debt ; this latter individual 
sold them at 90c the hundred to William H. Chapman & Co., dry-goods 
merchants of Norwich, N. Y. The Chapman firm started paying them 
out in change as a novelty; but the public (so quickly had the old copper 
cents been forgotten) immediately began to become suspicious and to 
refuse them as “Chapman’s counterfeits.” Upon which the firm stopped 
paying them out. At this time John Swan Randall, numismatist, also 
of Norwich, heard of the episode and visited Chapman ; he got the above 
story and bought the entire remainder at cost, 90c per hundred. If report 
be accurate, only a few had been paid out by then, and so Randall ob- 
tained an almost complete hoard. 
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silver. Singled out for special mention among the coins from this 
hoard were many specimens of early Philadelphia Mint issues; among 
these are recorded one 1794 dollar, two half-dollars of 1796 and one 
of 1797, and many other less rare dates and types. 

There are two reliable accounts of this hoard, both from the 
same ultimate source. The first was that published in the March 1881 
Coin Collectors’ Journal, pp. 47-8; the second is in Noe’s monograph 
“Coin Hoards” which discusses this in an extremely interesting and 
readable fashion as a typical American hoard. (The importance of 
this hoard, as Mr. Noe there says, lies in the fact that it provided an 
excellent cross section of the actual money in circulation in the United 
States within a definite periodic. 1811-1863.) The reader is referred 
to either source for detailed information. 

Some of the Economite coins were auctioned by John W. Haseltine, 
Jan. 30, 1885. It is believed that he was the dealer who bought almost 
all of the numismatically valuable pieces — not referred to by name in 
the Scott Journal, probably from professional rivalry. The Haseltine 
auction contained over sixty 1795 dollars, fifty 1798’s, 66 1799’s, 48 
1800’s; one 1794 half-dollar, twelve 1795’s, 22 1803’s, fourteen 1805’s, 
etc. None of the coins are today traceable to the hoard, through the 
Haseltine auction or otherwise.

XII. The Wadsworth Find. 

Known only by the name, the city and a single coin — a Mint 
State half disme of 1794, either V2 or V3. This piece was described 
as a “splendid proof, from the celebrated Wadsworth find in Hartford.” 
The description — and a plate showing the obverse of the coin — are in 
W. E. Woodward’s January 1884 auction of the Ely collection, lot 356. 
What was apparently the same coin reappeared as lot 897 of the Wood- 
ward sale of Dec. 16, 1885. I know no other mention of this hoard, but 
list it on the strength of the above provenance. As mentioned under 
Hoard IV, Ely marked the sources of all his more important pieces. 

XIII. Col. Cohen’s Find of Virginia Halfpennies. 

This appears to have been a “mint sample,” and was certainly the 
source of most of the (quite numerous) specimens of the Virginia 
issue now known in superior condition. It is reported to have been a 
keg of these halfpennies, found some time in the 1870’s by Col. Mendes 
I. Cohen (1796-1879). (The Colonel, of the famous family of Baltimore 
Cohens, achieved some fame in the 1812 and Mexican Wars. He did 
extensive traveling and antiquarian research throughout almost his 
whole life, presenting a sizable collection of Egyptian antiquities to 
Johns Hopkins University, and leaving a houseful of rare objets d’art, 
furniture, etc., to his nephews and nieces — apparently along with the 
rest of the halfpennies.) 

First notice of the hoard seems to have been given by Capt. Hasel- 
tine in a note under lot 713 of the January 21, 1880 auction catalogue, 
and that was quite a scanty story. Nothing of the amount or circum- 
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strong probability that it had been used as early as the seventies as a 
source of choice material. The rare variety with UNITED above STATES 
(illustrated) was known before 1875 when Crosby wrote, and all known 
specimens are believed to have come from this keg, where the coin 
illustrated and several duplicates still remain. This supposition is 
strengthened by the fact that all specimens offered are in superior con- 
dition. 

This hoard will be considered at great length and detail in a forth- 
coming monograph by Damon G. Douglas about Jarvis and the Fugios. 
Other than here and in that monograph this hoard has never, so far as 
I know, been anywhere published. 


X. The Exeter (New Hampshire) Find. 

Massachusetts silver, said to be mostly of Oak and Willow types. 
The quantity is not known, and very little information is available about 
the contents or disposition of the coins. Some of the pieces were sold 
with a consignment belonging to the Hon. Ferguson Haines, of Bidde- 
ford, Maine. Only one of these is identifiable now.

Research since Noe’s publication has disclosed that the above Willow 
Tree piece, his No. 11 (Dies 3-C, plate IV), came from there. Its full 
pedigree: Yale University, ex Mabel B. Garvan, ex Jenks 5384 (1921), 
ex C. T. Whitman 103 (1893), ex Ferguson Haines (W. E. Woodward 
auction, October 1880) lot 1084 where illustrated on W.’s plate. Source 
given there as '‘Treasure trove, Exeter, N.H., 1876.” This hoard also 
will be considered further in Noe’s forthcoming monograph on the 
Pine Tree coinages.

XL The Economite Treasure. 

This was a vast accumulation made by the inhabitants of the 
utopian socialist colony at Economy, Pa. (Rappites; cf. the various 
histories of the New Harmony colony and its imitators.) It had been 
secreted in a cellar in 1863 to avert seizure by General Morgan’s raiders 
during the war, and was rediscovered and sold in 1878. The coins 
recorded to have been in the hoard were mostly American and foreign 
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It was subsequently sold in the Warner Sale, $67 and there bought by 
Mr. Jackman.” 

Query — a '‘Mint Sample*’? I have no record of how the Mint 
distributed half-cents. They were accepted by banks and individual 
customers only seldom and in small lots, if at all. The 1811’s had been 
refused by the banks in the year of issue, and I had supposed that they 
were in great part later used as copper for alloying gold and silver, 
as were spoiled planchets and rejects time and time again. If this hoard 
actually is a "Mint Sample,” however, it indicates that the old dates 
were occasionally redelivered instead of all being destroyed — otherwise 
there is no explanation for the single 1811 among the perhaps hundreds 
of 1828*s. That the old woman picked out the 1811 is perhaps explained 
by a natural tendency among non-numismatists to pick the oldest coin 
of a group of similar pieces as being the most likely to be of value. 
Or it might have been chance. (If we knew that the woman was illiter- 
ate even for numbers, chance would be the sure explanation.) It is 
unfortunate that the number of 1828’s was not recorded either, though 
it is possible that the notebooks of B. H. Collins may contain that 
information. I mentioned hundreds of 1828’s simply on the basis of 
the coins seen.

XV. The Hidden Find. 

Known only by a single reference. Lot 26 of the W. B. Stetson 
collection, sold by Woodward Jan. 21, 1889. It is supposed to have been 
a small hoard of uncirculated cents. The coin so identified from the 
Stetson sale was an uncirculated 1802. The hoard was said to have 
been discovered "many years ago in Rhode Island.” No other mention 
anywhere, nor has the cent been identified as one of the specimens 
known today. 

XVI. The Baltimore Gold Hoard. 

In the cellar of the house numbered 132 South Eden St., Baltimore, 
then owned by Mrs. Elizabeth H. French and Miss Mary P. Findley, 
there was found on August 31, 1934 a quantity of American goldpieces. 
The finders were Henry Grob, 15, and Theodore Jones, 16. Initial count 
made at the time of finding showed that the hoard contained between 
eleven and twelve thousands of dollars in face value alone. 

As one might expect, there followed considerable litigation over 
title to the gold. Much of this hinged on the time of burial of the 
coins — all were dated before 1857 — as compared with the time when 
the ancestors of the then owners of the house had gotten title to that 
house. During this time (Sept. 1934-May 1935), despite a court order 
forbidding any sale or redemption of the gold, the relatives of one of 
the boys sold $185 worth of it for face value. Nevertheless, when the 
Second Circuit Court of Baltimore (Eugene O’Dunne, judge) finally 
awarded the entire hoard to the two boys — over the protests of the 
two lady owners, who had wanted to settle by giving them 25% — there 
were, by one newspaper account, 3558 coins with total face value of 
$11,425.50. 
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stances of the find was mentioned, and it appears that Haseltine printed 
the note only to forestall malicious rumors then current to the effect 
that these bright new 1773 halfpennies were modern restrikes! There 
was not any great number of uncirculated Virginias in the sale of the 
Colonel’s coins (lS75) but this proves nothing as to the date of the 
hoard. By the fact that only a few ever appeared on the market at a 
time in these early years — which kept the price up — I conclude that 
the Colonel and his heirs managed the hoard well, only letting small 
driblets go at any one time. 

This situation seems to have held until around 1929 when Bertha 
Cohen’s antiques (including the rest of Col. Mendes Cohen’s collections, 
but only one or two pieces of numismatic interest, if we may judge 
from the catalogue) were sold in Baltimore. The auctioneer threw the 
final lot of halfpennies (about 2200, and not catalogued) on the market 
at one time, reportedly, against the advice of dealers, and the market 
promptly broke. The coins went for a few cents apiece, and can even 
now be readily procured for a small amount, in spite of accumulations 
held by some speculators. 

So well had the Cohens kept their secret, however, that nothing 
is now definitely known about the time or place of circumstances of the 
find, or the original number of coins. Rumor has it that the find was 
made in one of the government buildings in Annapolis; but no news- 
paper accounts are extant, nor is any eyewitness information of any 
sort. Practically nothing is added by any later authors (such as Tatman) 
who discuss the Virginia issues. The market-breaking story comes from 
local collectors who were witnesses. 

One final note: The Virginia “pennies” do not appear to have formed 
any part of this hoard. All seen are proofs and the planchets are not 
like those of the usual halfpence; and by way of confirmation, Haseltine 
did not sell any of the (rare) “pennies” among the halfpennies as from 
the hoard. If this is true, it tends to confirm the theory that the 
“pennies” were patterns. Another relevant fact is that the borders 
on the “penny” dies are beaded, while on the regular halfpenny dies 
they are serrated, and the “penny” dies themselves are larger than 
those for the halfpennies. 

XIV. The Collins Find. 

A note after lot 879 of the Jackman catalogue explains this hoard 
as the source of the frequently seen 1828-13 stars half cents in brilliant 
mint state. I can do no better here than to quote Chapman’s comments 
verbatim, only adding that the B. H. Collins there mentioned was a 
prominent Washington, D. C. dealer (he held ANA Number 76), credited 
in Sheldon and elsewhere with having imported from Europe some of 
the finest known examples of the early cents (his specialty). The lot 
referred to, No. 879, was an 1811, G-1, half cent in Mint State. I quote: 

“This coin was discovered in 1884 being brought by an old colored 
woman of Alexandria, Va., to Mr. B. H. Collins of Washington, to whom 
she stated she had a bag of them! He thinking there was not any mis- 
take about the hoard sold it [i.e. the 1811] to S. H. & H. Chapman for $3.! 
with the remark, “How many more will you take?” We said the lot. The 
woman subsequently brought him the bag but to his astonishment they 
were all 1828s 13 stars! and it has always been a mystery to me that an 
1811 equally fine as the 1828s should have been in with the later date, and 
that her pick at random should have alighted on the only 1811 in the bag!

The above account is not completely certain, as the catalogue’s list- 
ings of gold dollars contain a few ambiguities. All the coins listed above 
were circulated, most being ^‘very fine.” 

Some of the prices may also be of interest. The single 1856-0 
double eagle, “very fine,” brought $105. (It was the highest-priced item 
in the sale.) The 1849-0 eagle, also “very fine,” brought $45. The 1841 
half eagle, “fine, scratch on date” — $26. The 1847-0 half eagle, “fine — 
$22. Most of the other coins brought less than double face. 

By all reasonable criteria, this sale should have ended the affair, 
and the result should have been merely the enrichment of two under- 
privileged boys. However, it didn’t quite turn out that way. In the very 
same month that the auction took place, the two boys got together 
again, and after one told the other that he was “feeling lucky,” they 
went and searched again in that same cellar which had yielded them 
the original hoard — and dug up between eight and ten thousand dollars 
more of the same kind of material, after hundreds of other people with 
shovels had found nothing. 

This second hoard likewise became the object of more lawsuits, and 
again was awarded to the two boys on the assumption that it was part 
of the original treasure. And while the litigation was going on, a similar 
clandestine sale took place, this time of $2500 worth (face value) for 
$3005 to one Yale Merrill and his brother — around September 1935. 
The appeals were finally decided at the end of 1937, upholding the 
lower court decisions in favor of the two boys. No auction of the second 
hoard took place, however, and its composition is not definitely known, 
though it was presumably similar to that of the first. 

This hoard unfortunately did the two boys little good, if we may 
judge by their later histories. Both are now dead, the Grob boy having 
died in 1937. By 1936 the other one had already been sentenced to the 
reform school. The only mementoes of the whole episode are the coins, 
many of which are still owned by local collectors. 

Several other accounts exist of coin finds in Maryland between 
1924 and 1939, but in no other case is the composition or any other 
definite information known. Contemporary newspaper accounts are 
mostly romantic rhapsodies on buried treasure in general, revealing 
their authors’ ignorance of the facts about the hoards at hand.

XVII. The Fairfield County Hoard. 

Some excavations during 1950 on a pre-Revolutionary War estate 
in Stepney, Fairfield County, Connecticut, brought to light an old iron 
kettle apparently filled with earth. The kettle was of 18th Century 
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By Court decision, the coins were auctioned May 2, 1935 in the 


Lord Baltimore Hotel. Perry W. Fuller was auctioneer ; Harry O. Levin, 
supervising attorney. The printed catalogue shows that the hoard 


realized $19,558.75 for the 438 lots. Some of these catalogues are still

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The Connecticuts were just as noteworthy for variety as for condition 
— fully 74 different die varieties, including some extreme rarities, were 
represented. Among these I might mention 1786 Miller 4^0 (unlisted 
muling), 5^H^y 5^L (formerly called 5^^L), 5^F (illustrated), S^^R, 
(illustrated) ; 1787 Miller 9-R, 26-ai, 33V, 33i0Z7, (illustrated), 

33i3Z^ and — all Rarity 5 or 6 ; all represented by one to three 

specimens. 

Probably of equal importance are the quantity and character of the 
counterfeit halfpence. Sixteen of the 72 were dated 1778-1787-1788, all 
being in mint state, all on planchets of the same fabric, all having 
identical letter and figure punches and die workmanship. Three of the 
1787’s have the identical die for reverse that was later used with a 
Vermont obverse to make Ryder’s No. 13, the BRITAN NIA . variety; 
this die is attributed to James F. Atlee and the coins to Machin’s Mill, 
near Newburgh, New York. One of the three 1787 counterfeits has both 
obverse and reverse the same as that illustrated by Howard Kurth as 
“Machin’s Halfpenny” in his introduction to Richardson on Vermont 
cents (May 1947 Numismatist) . These Machin-made halfpence will be 
further discussed below. 

Some of the conclusions that can be drawn from this hoard follow, 
the complete catalogue of the contents being omitted for lack of space: 
(1) The hoard was buried in 1788, unless most of the Connecticuts of 
that date were predated. I would suspect it was fairly early in the year, 
too, inasmuch as the 1788-dated coins are extremely few in proportion 
to the 1787’s, and all of the 1788’s are choice Mint State. (There are 
only four 1788 Connecticuts, but 75 1787’s, thirteen 1786’s, and eight 
1785’s.) Purely negative evidence seems to confirm this — there are no 
late Machin issues such as the Georgius III. Rex/Inde et Lib pieces. 
Immune Columbias, or “emergency” issues overstruck on earlier pieces 
such as Nova Constellatios or halfpence. (2) Since coppers passed current 
then at six to eight for a penny, the whole current value of the hoard 
at time of burial cannot have exceeded two Spanish dollars (even allow- 
ing the maximum number of specimens to have been sold from the 
hoard before I saw it), and probably did not even equal one. The answer 
to the natural question, “To whom would this junk have seemed treasure 
worth burying?” immediately suggests itself: this was a small boy’s 
hoard, made up of his acquisitions of a few coppers at a time, gathered 
over a period of a couple of years (hence the great diversity of varieties). 
This hypothesis incidentally provides one of two possible explanations 
for the great number of counterfeit halfpence: either it was a child’s 
ignorance of base coin, or else false halfpence really circulated in those 
times as if genuine — or both. (3) In any event, this hoard provides 
an extraordinary illumination of the kinds of currency of low value 
that passed in Connecticut and the surrounding area in that period. 
Compare the account in Crosby (p. 291-2) which applied to New York 
but is largely confirmed by this hoard buried only a few miles east of 
the New York-Connecticut border. There is one anomaly for which no 
explanation seems satisfactory, however: the complete absence of Massa- 


*N.B. I am not 100% certain these Vermonts were originally in the hoard, as 
their condition is far worse than that of the other 1788 issues. One of the Britannia 
Vts. had an immense diebreak where the date should have been. 
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vintage, was undamaged and probably had lain undisturbed since its 
burial next to one of the posts in the old bam (built 1760) whence it was 
unearthed. It proved to contain some two hundred coins, incrusted, 
which the owners subsequently sold to Stack’s in New York. The in- 
crustations were cleaned off without damage to the coins, and some pieces 
were sold (reportedly including eight uncirculated Vermont cents, head 
types, and twenty-odd Connecticut cents in the same condition). I later 
had the opportunity to study the remainder of the hoard. 

What I saw included 181 coins, as follows. One was a Nova Eborac; 
three* were Vermont cents (two having the BRITAN NIA . reverse, the 
third being Ryder 27) ; 72 were counterfeit halfpence, all with correct 
legends (i.e. no bungtowns) ; the remainder were Connecticut cents 
1785-88, mostly in mint state or almost as fine, though many were poorly 
struck.

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Ryder 10-11-15. Another was the draped bust used for Connecticut ob- 
verses of 1787, Nos. 16 to 56 (56-XX is a new variety. For description 
see March 1928 Numismatist. There is a specimen in ANS with the 
Canfield collection of Connecticuts) and all of the 1788 draped busts. 
Still another was the hub found on Vermonts, Ryder 1, 14-20-21-etc. and 
some others, and also on a GEORGIVS . Ill . REX . obverse listed as Ryder 
31. A fourth was that seen on 1787 Connecticut obverses 9 and 15, 1788 
obverses 7-8-10-11-12-13. 

There will shortly be published an intensive and extensive study of 
this hoard based on my examination of it during 1951. The above resume 
to some extent previews the forthcoming publication.

The above completes the listing of hoards in the proper sense of 
the word, at least of those hoards about which information has been 
available to me. It will be noticed that I have omitted all mention of 
so-called hoards which were really accumulations for numismatic pur- 
poses. This takes care of the so-called “South Shore hoard” of cents 
(for which see note after Jackman 760 — Ref. (2), Hoard XIV.), as well 
as of the Snowden hoard comprising unsold numismatic material includ- 
ing thousands of patterns, restrikes and mules and similar pieces de 
caprice, along with material like the 1873-cc dime without arrows. (This 
last seems to have been a leftover from the February 1874 meeting of 
the Assay Commission? See page 7 of the Baltimore National Bank’s 
brochure on the Eliasberg Coll., and recall that the only pieces the 
Carson City mint had to send to Philadelphia were assay coins.) This 
Snowden accumulation left the mint about 1909 in settlement with Mr. 
Woodin for the two $50 pieces in gold. However, it cannot by any means 
be called a hoard in the true sense of the term. 

Mention might also be made of fictional hoards and fraudulent ones 

— the greatest of the former is described in Poe’s The Gold Bug, and 
the two outstanding examples of the latter are the notorious “Pine Tree 
Hoard found in Chelsea, Mass., 1856” and the alleged “hoarded mass” 
mentioned in the Dr. Clay catalogue. The former was the source of the 
Wyatt counterfeits; for its history, see Reference (1), Hoard X, pp. 50-55, 
and also the American Journal of Numismatics for January 1869 and 
July 1872. The Dr. Clay “hoard” was said by W. H. Strobridge (cata- 
loguer of the collection, sold in 1871) to be the source of the NE issues 

— all counterfeits, also mentioned by Noe (Reference (1), Hoard X, 
p. 55). 

Perhaps this attempt at surveying the too-scanty literature on 
American coin finds will stimulate other researchers to publish whatever 
other information they can add to this account, be it amplifying the 
data presented here or recording new or old finds not mentioned. If so, 
then this survey will have served its purpose. 

(4) The base halfpence mentioned 
above, dated 1778 and attributed by implication to Atlee and Machin 
were certainly predated, judging both by condition and by the fact that 
stylistically they are connected with 1788 Connecticuts and halfpence 
— not to mention the identity of letters and figure punches. This con- 
firms a conjecture of C. Wyllys Betts {Counterfeit Half Pence, p. 16) 
that they were so made. I suspect that the '‘1778’' was an error for 
1787. (5) The “Base Coins in similitude of British half-pence” repeatedly 
mentioned by Crosby (pp. 291, 172-174) were these counterfeits, both 
Birmingham-made (c. 1736-1776, as in this hoard) and Newburgh- 
made (1778-1787-1788). They were most certainly NOT the so-called 
“Pennsylvania coppers” or bungtowns. Strictly speaking, a hungtown 
is a bogus** British copper of halfpenny or farthing size, with legends 
(such as GLORIOVS lER VIS, CORNWAL LIS IND., GEORGE RULES, 
GREGORIVS III. PON., etc.) designed to evade drastic British anti- 
counterfeiting acts — and, at worst, to deceive the illiterate. These are 
better termed “Evasions” and left completely out of „the Colonial series, 
as most of the legends have been shown to refer to historical events of 
the period 1789-1805: making it absurd to say that they circulated in 
Pennsylvania in 1781-88. (See J. D. A. Thompson’s article “Evasions,” No. 
373, Seaby’s Bulletin, June 1949, for the evidence.) There is plenty of 
evidence both inside and outside of the Fairfield County hoard that 
counterfeit*** British halfpence with correct legends circulated in the 
colonies. There is, however, NO evidence (other than Dr. Maris’s con- 
jecture quoted by Crosby, p. 172-3) that these evasions ever did; and 
there is some evidence, namely the present hoard, that they did not 
circulate in quantity, if at all — for there is not a single specimen in 
evidence. I suggest therefore that the coins suppressed in Pennsylvania 
were simply British counterfeits of the kind which form a good part 
of the present hoard, and that the Maris conclusions otherwise were 
based on too little evidence. 

Another conclusion (perhaps weakened by my lack of metallurgical 
experience) that might be drawn from this hoard is that the same source 
apparently supplied copper for both the Machin halfpence and many 
of the Connecticut coppers of 1787-88, as the fabric and finish are 
identical. If the conclusion that these latter were made in Machin’s 
Mill be correct, then the statement on Crosby’s p. 202 (concerning the 
insignificantly small output of the Newburgh manufactory of hardware 
before 1789) will need revision — especially as the false halfpence are 
fairly common. There was also, apparently, a good bit of shipping of 
dies from one mint to another. 

I may also briefly mention here that there were several hubs or 
head-punches used for obverses of both Connecticuts, Vermonts and 
halfpence. One was the mailed bust seen on Connecticut 1785 obverses 
7 and 8, 1786 types 4 and 5 except 5^, 5^, 5®, and Vermont obverses of

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some medium to take the place of minor coins. It has been stated that 
the Treasurer, Mr. F. E. Spinner, obtained the idea of using postage 
stamps from Mrs. Spinner relating how she had had difficulty in making 
change while shopping in Washington, D. C., and overcame the trouble 
by giving some postage stamps she had with her. It is claimed that Mr. 
Spinner stuck postage stamps singly or in multiples on Treasury paper 
and used them for exchange, also making arrangements with the Post 
Office Department to exchange soiled stamps when presented, as this 
was not legal currency and was but a poor substitute for it, Mr. Spinner 
developed the idea and presented the same to Congress. An act was 
passed on July 17, 1862, authorizing the issue of such currency, which 
was called “Postage Currency.” This issue, at least, might be classed 
with “siege money,” as it really was a “necessity issue,” caused by the 
disappearance from circulation of practically all of the minor coins. 

In 1861 the Federal Government issued paper money in multiples 
known as “Demand Notes,” but the work was done by New York Bank 
Note Companies, as the Treasury Department had no means of making 
the paper or printing the notes. The issue of postage stamps of this 
period was contracted for by the National Bank Note Company for the 
same reason, as contracts were given to the National Bank Note Com- 
pany of New York for making the bed pieces and roll-plates, and 
printing the obverse of this issue of postage currency, which had as a 
centre design the reproduction of a postage stamp, or multiples of same. 
The American Bank Note Company of New York received a contract for 
furnishing the paper, making the bed pieces, rolls and plates and printing 
the reverse of the issue. It may be of interest to state that an essay was 
printed which designated the specimens as “postage stamps,” but the 
same has no engraver’s or maker’s name upon it, hence it is impossible 
to state just what it is. It has been rumored that the contracts were 
given to the two different bank note companies to act as a check and 
prevent the surreptitious or fraudulent issue of money. But as the com- 
panies were practically one it would not reflect upon the companies but 
upon a possible wrongdoing employee. 

It has been most difficult to get positive information as to which 
variety of the first general issue was the first issued. From such facts 
as I have gathered I feel positive that the perforated edge came before 
the cut edge, and it has been stated that the specimens with the “A.B.N. 
Co.” monogram preceded the ones without it. This claim was based by 
the statement that the bank note companies after the fulfillment of their 
contracts turned over the plates to the Government, and the Government 
then erased the monogram on the reverse and issued a few sheets, both 
perforated and cut edge varieties. I have considerable faith in the author 
of the statement, but regret that I have not as yet found corroboration; 
on the contrary, I And a letter from S. P. Chase to the President of the 
American Bank Note Company, dated May 23, 1863, which contained 
the following: “In my letter I had expressed the understanding that the 
dies, plates, etc., from which the United States notes were printed be- 
longed to the Government, and their custody subject to the direction 
of the department. The reply of your predecessor controverted this 
position etc.” Also the extract from a letter from S. P. Chase to the 
President of the National Bank Note Company, dated May 28, 1864: 
“You are aware that I regard such ownership and custody as the right 
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PAPER FRACTIONAL MONEY OF THE UNITED STATES

Fractional currency is literally a part of the unit of exchange. It 
may be metallic, paper, or of other material. Locally it is usually applied 
to United States paper fractional money. Coins of denominations less 
than the unit are usually spoken of as “minor coins.” 

In Colonial times paper money was issued that included denomi- 
nations of units, multiples of units, and fractional of unit of current 
value. Previous to the Civil War there had been numerous issues of 
paper fractional money issued by cities, banks, corporations, firms, and 
individuals. These were not authorized by Congress, and were commonly 
called “shin-plasters.” I have endeavored to obtain the origin of the 
term, and will quote the definition taken from the Century Dictionary: 

“1 — Small square patch of brown paper usually saturated with 
vinegar, tar, tobacco juice, or the like applied by poor people to sores 
on the leg ; U. S. hence humorously. 2 — A small paper note used as 
money, a printed promise to pay a small sum, issued as money, without 
legal security. The name came into early use in the United States for 
notes issued on private responsibility in denominations of from 3 to 50 
cents as substitutes for the small coins withdrawn from circulation 
during a suspension of specie payments. People were therefore obliged 
to accept them, although very few were ever redeemed. Such notes 
abounded during the financial panic of 1837 and during the early part 
of the Civil War 1861-65.” 

The Standard Dictionary gives a very similar definition though it 
includes the Colonial period as well as that of 1837 and the Civil War. 
Our fellow member, Mr. D. Proskey, who has such a vast fund of numis- 
matic lore, gave a definition as originating from “the fact that ‘post 
boys’ and riders on toll-roads used to carry the toll fees in the top of 
their boot leg so the toll gatherer could collect with little delay.” In my 
boyhood days of the early 70’s I used to hear the term applied to the 
subject of this evening’s paper, but it is evident that it originated long 
before the governmental issue of paper fractional money. 

Minor coins had been issued by the government almost contin- 
uously from 1793 in denominations varying from one-half cent to one- 
half dollar, but during the first years of the Civil War the issue was 
small and the branch mint at New Orleans was closed. Besides, the fear 
of the people had caused them to hoard the coins, thereby creating a dis- 
appearance of the greatly needed medium of minor exchange. To meet 
this need there came an unauthorized private issue of tokens, promises 
to pay, store cards, etc., made of various metals, vulcanite, paper tickets, 
or checks good for bread, milk, meals, street car, or ferry passages, beer, 
admission to the theatres, etc. Postage stamps were also used, as issued, 
in metal frames with mica fronts or in envelopes with the value of 
contents, as well as the name of the individual or concern issuing such, 
printed on the envelope. The government on July 17, 1862, prohibited 
the issue of such tokens or store cards, but realized the necessity of 
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Treasury Department, Bureau of Construction, October 7, 1862. 

Sir: I have the honor to report that I have matured the details for carry- 
ing out the Secretary's plan of supplying the place of the present postage 
currency, with a currency based on the issue of revenue stamps, as follows: 

Upon the Secretary’s suggestion that the size of all the denominations 
shall be the same as the present 10-cent postage currency. 

The obverse of all denominations I would print in black and the reverse 
in four different colors, say, 50’s, red; 25’s, purple; lO’s green, and 5’s, tan 
color. (Then follows the list of machinery and labor to print 16000 sheets 
daily). The engraving of the bed plates could all be done in the department. — 
I have a design prepared for the Secretary's inspection — have made arrange- 
ment for trimming, separating, and paper, cost of machinery, fixtures, etc., 
packing, cost of pressmen printing, 75 cts to $1 per 100 sheets. Signed, etc., 
S. M. Clark, Chief Clerk Bureau of Construction. 

The Secretary adopted the report on the 10th of October, 1862, and 
approved the design. This design was made larger than the postal currency, 
viz., 2% X 4 inches. I recommended the use of this size instead of the smaller 
size he had prescribed. P. 20 (following a report) “Upon this report he decided 
to adhere to the size originally prescribed by him, and the design be reduced 
by photography. It was unfortunate for the artistic merit. But it promoted 
economy — and the cost was less than one-fourth what the Postal Currency 
from the New York bank note companies had cost.’’ (See Note 1.) 

A system (of checks upon production to prevent fraudulent issue) was 
prepared and submitted on November 7th, 1862. The paper will be made in 
the basement paper room, delivered in quantities of even thousand sheets to 
the plate printing room in the attic, then deliver the paper to the pressmen 
in quantities of 500 sheets, charging them to the pressmen by name in a book 
prepared for the purpose with two-columns-ruled for crediting the return of 
printed sheets, one for “perfect,’’ the other for “imperfect’’ sheets. Each 
pressman to be held strictly accountable for the sheets delivered to him, the 
charge to be cancelled only by the delivery in kind to the assistant superin- 
tendent, not by payment; i. e., nothing but membrane paper will cancel the 
charge. All sheets torn, spoiled, or otherwise spoiled to be returned — but to 
be entered in the “imperfect” column. The receipts and burnings to be 
recorded in book “Record of Imperfect Sheets.” The Superintendent of 
Trimmers’ Division will count and compare the sheets, sign receipt, record the 
quantity and amount received in a book “Record of Currency Received from 
the Plate Printer After Trimming”; if damaged a sheet was delivered to the 
surface printer the same as a “perfect” sheet, but placed on top of pile. 
Three days will be required for drying all surface printing. The Superin- 
tendent of the separating room receives them. Keeps a “stock package” of 
each denomination to exchange for “imperfect” sheets, to insure decimal 
delivery to the Treasurer and a simple check upon the packers. The 5 cents, 
10 cents, 25 cents, to be put in packages of $10, secured by a paper strap 
marked “$10,” and the 50 cents in packages of 320, each secured by a paper 
strap marked “$20.” Five of each of these packets aggregating 750, to be 
banded together by a strap marked “$250.” Four of these $25() packages to 
be placed in neat paper box (6 in. long 5^A in. wide and 3% in. high) and 
labelled on the top thus: 

$1000 Dollars United States Revenue Currency 
$200 in 5 cents 
$200 in 10 cents 
$200 in 25 cents 
$400 in 50 cents 

and in this condition to be delivered to the United States Treasurer in locked 
up wooden boxes, by a messenger, etc., etc. Signed S. M. Clark, Chief Clerk 
in charge. 

Hon. S. P. Chase 

Secretary of the Treasury. 

The system remained under advisement for some time, and eventually 
was returned to* me endorsed as follows without date to the endorsement. 
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of the department under the former contracts with the two companies. 
As this was not conceded, etc.’' These extracts would indicate that the 
plates, etc., were not turned over to the department, but there may be 
other or later proof that they were. 

The paper used seems to have been of two kinds only, plain paper, 
but of various shades. The inks were of two colors, but also of various 
shades. Plate numbers appear on the wide margin of the sheet. Some 
specimens show parts of letters or numbers of unknown meaning. 

Some of the perforated specimens have had the edges trimmed 
either without intent to deceive or to imitate a scarcer variety with 
cut edges. Another word of warning to collectors, multilated specimens 
exist with large perforations crudely done, and without doubt fraudu- 
lently done. 

This issue is peculiar, as it is not really money, but a medium of 
exchange of postage stamps. It is '‘exchangeable for sums not less 
than five dollars and receivable for all dues less than five dollars.” The 
only place that the word “cents” appears is on the base line of one stamp, 
though the numeral or numerals of the denomination appear on both the 
obverse and the reverse, though the word “cents” does not appear by it. 
There is no “promise to pay” on any United States paper fractional 
money, so they are not notes. 

This issue is not signed, as contemporaneous bills or later issues 
of the fractional currency, and no Treasury seal appears on this issue. 

The issue commenced Aug. 21, 1862, and ended May 27, 1863, amount- 
ing to over $20,000,000. Our fellow member, Mr. G. H. Blake, found 
and loaned to me a copy of the report of S. M. Clark to the Superin- 
tendent of the Treasury, W. P. Fessenden, from which I will read a 
number of extracts and from which I have gathered proofs which compel 
me to revise my tabulations. 


Extracts from “Report to The Secretary of the Treasury, W. P. 
Fessenden, from the First Division National Currency Bureau, by S. M. 
Clark, chief of the division, November, 1864”: 

Origin of the division. This division had its origin in an attempt to trim 
and separate Treasury notes by machinery. This work up to the summer 
of 1862 had been executed by hand labor. The first paper issues of the Govern- 
ment made necessary by the existing Civil War were manufactured by the 
New York bank iote companies, and sent to this department in sheets of four 
notes each. After they were received here the signatures of the proper officers 
were attached and they were trimmed and separated by hand labor with 
shears. Futility of Treasurer and Register to sign notes — Congress authorized 
employment of corps of assistants. (Statutes at large V 12 p 313.) Economy 
and better security to print signatures authorized. (Statutes at large V. 12 
p. 346.) Following which, a facsimile of the seal adopted by the Treasury 
Department was designed, and the American Bank Note Company employed 
to make dies of same of three sizes. The demand for original dies was made 
and the American Bank Note Company refused to surrender them. The Amer- 
ican and National Bank Note Companies of New York were practically one, 
a powerful monopoly. The production of the “postal currency,” as it was then 
called, next engaged your predecessor’s (Secretary Chase) attention. The 
price paid for it was largely disproportionate to the cost of the production. 
In his own language, though bearing no interest, it was the dearest loan.” 
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The first membrane paper produced was unsatisfactory, as the peculiar 
process of making rendered it more liable to split than ordinary bank note 
paper. All bank note paper hitherto made would split more or less readily, 
but this proved more liable to split than any others, so its use was therefore 
abandoned. (Note — This would show that the so-called split fibre series 
should be listed before the fibre paper of the second general issue.) Experi- 
ments were continued with ultimate success and a paper produced which 
would not dissolve in hot or cold water — would not split, which had an 
immovable non-photographic tint in its spider leg fibre, and took ink more 
readily, retained it longer, and wore better than any paper manufactured 
for currency in any country. 

Dr. Gwynn was experimenting with dry printing, but was arrested 
under very strange proceedings of the officials; confined for thirty days, and 
unconditionally released. His disgust with such treatment caused him to 
have no further personal transactions with the department except through 
his expert and attorney. Mr. Clark continued experimenting, and Mr. Chase 
in a letter to a committee of Congress, dated June 3, 1864, stated that the 
“dry printing process was” operating simultaneously and in daily use produc- 
ing dry printed impressions of unexcelled perfection and beauty. For amount 
printed to October 1st, 1864, see Note 2. 

These extracts show that several different kinds of paper were used ; 
that wet printing and dry printing were both used ; that great economies 
took place; that radical changes were made in the design of the second 
general issue, and a bronze surcharge is first used. I have been unable 
to obtain information as to the significance of the surcharge on the 
upper corner or corners of the reverse. The value of each denomination 
appears for the first time, though the specimens are still unsigned and 
without seals. They are, as the first issue, exchangeable for postage 
stamps, etc. Some (so-called) proofs of this issue were made on water- 
marked paper, being the first watermarked paper used for fractional 
currency. The entire issue was made at the department from October 
10, 1863, to February 23, 1867, and amounted to over $23,000,000. 

S. M. Clark in his report states: “To protect that portion of the 
public which will not protect itself by the exercise of ordinary diligence 
in scrutinizing paper money, the only course in my judgment when a 
counterfeit gets into the channels of circulation is therefore to made 
a new issue and withdraw the latter from circulation.” 

Counterfeits of the second general issue were more numerous than 
those of the first issue and of much better workmanship; this and the 
increased demand for fractional currency necessitated the change of 
type and created two additional denominations, though one of these, 
the 15-cent denomination, was only made as an essay or proof (see Note 
3) ; the other, the three-cent denomination, is the first and only one of 
such denomination in any issue and was only printed with green back. 
It is the only variety of this issue that has no signatures, though none 
has seals. The need of this denomination was eliminated by an act of 
Congress March 3, 1865, providing for the coinage of a 3-cent coin in 
nickel. An act of Congress May 17, 1866, providing for the coinage of 
the 5-cent coin in nickel prohibited the issue of any bill of denomination 
less than 10 cents. This general issue has two principal series, the first, 
known as green backs, includes all the denominations; the second series 
is known as red backs, the distinction being caused by the two colors 
used in printing the reverses. The second series does not include the 
3-cent denomination nor the variety known as the 50-cent Spinner “new 
style” or “open back.” These, the red backs, are the only specimens that 
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The within system of checks and balances is approved. The currency to be 
called “Fractional Currency” instead of “Revenue Currency.” Signed S. P. 
Chase. 

The paper upon which the issues of the Government were printed was 
a large item of expense, and I had frequently reported to the Secretary the 
propriety and economy of manufacturing paper of a distinct character in 
the department. He was paying the New York bank note companies $22.50 
per thousand sheets for a paper inferior to that which I could buy in open 
market for $12. He directed an advertisement inviting proposals from paper 
manufacturers for furnishing the department with paper; authorized me to 
make investigations and experiments to the manufacture of a distinctive paper 
in the building. We attempted to produce a paper evenly tinted in the fibre 
with a bright non-photographic tint which would not interfere with the engrav- 
ing and could not be removed from the paper without destroying the fabric. 
All our efforts failed; we could introduce no suitable pigment which we could 
not chemically remove. In report on bids to supply paper, which evidently 
refers also or wholly to paper for bills as it alludes to “green tints,” and green 
was not used except on 100, second issue fractional, there is the first reference 
to “watermarks,” all of which are inferior and badly done — also the “silk 
threads” are mentioned. The most ingenious of the two is Mr. Haywood's 
straight threads in colors. (Most interesting though is the following) But 
since his (Mr. Homan's) reports were rendered another bid has been received 
from Stuart Gwynn of Boston. This bid contains samples of most extraordi- 
nary character and excellence. The maker divulges to the department his 
process of manufacture, which is different from anything I have heretofore 
known and sound in principle. The paper possesses wonderful strength, is 
not permanently injured by soaking in hot or cold water, and the surface 
does not rough up by abrasion under the ordinary tests. It is too transparent 
for the green tint and from its nature cannot be more opaque. The green 
tint proves itself to be no security. The St. Louis counterfeit $10 proves this, 
and the Treasurer's clerk tells me that among the bills coming to him to be 
split prior to burning he has found some with the green tint entirely gone. 
The samples No. 1 and 2 were not in the envelope; of the remainder I prefer 
No. 4, at $16.00, but should prefer a lighter weight than the lightest one 
submitted, being 14-16-18 pounds. I think 10 pounds heavy and strong enough 
of the “vegetable membrane” paper. I think it can be printed dry. The “dis- 
tinctive mark” submitted by Dr. Gwynn is ingenious and might be serviceable 
to the department in detecting counterfeits, but would be of little value to 
the public, as it injures the paper. Signed, S. M. Clark, Acting Engineer in 
charge. 

I continued my experiments for the production of a distinctive paper — 
also to print dry. In an informal conversation with Mr. Chase, October, 1862, 
I alluded to my report last quoted and found he had never seen the report. 
After search it was discovered and read to him, when he immediately tele- 
graphed Dr. Gwynn to come to Washington, and bring specimens of his paper 
with him. Dr. Gwynn came, and his visit resulted in a contract for the produc- 
tion of the paper in the Treasury building. (Extracts from contract with 
Stuart Gwynn of the City of New York.) He (Dr. Gwynn) does hereby convey 
to the Treasury Department the exclusive right to manufacture and use or 
control the manufacture and use of the said membrane paper. It is further 
agreed and understood that a secret mark shall be placed in the web of the 
paper so that one copy or impression thereof shall be upon each note or stamp 
issued of such size and device as may be directed by the Secretary of the 
Treasury and that the paper shall be tinted of such color as may be desired 
without extra charge. Signed S. P. Chase, Stuart Gwynn. 

I soon found that Dr. Gwynn possessed great scientific acquirements. 
His first attention was given to tinting the fibre, but failed. In the course 
of his experiments he discovered a method of tinting non-photographically 
with a new and rare pigment, a fibre foreign to that used in the manufacture 
of paper, but which could be introduced into and mingled with it in such a 
manner that no re-agent known to chemistry nor any method that he could 
devise would remove its non-photographic property without at the same time 
removing the fibre itself. This was the origin of the so-called “spider legs” 
in the membrane paper, and which has been adopted as one of the distinctive 
characteristics of the national paper now made in the department. 
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or “plate letters,” but as they only appear on specimens on the left edge 
row of a sheet or top row of a sheet and the combination “1 a” always 
on the upper left corner specimen of a sheet they surely indicate the 
location of the specimen on the sheet. The emissions of the general 
issue seem to overlap, but no reason has been found for their so doing. 
This series was all done at the Bureau of Printing and Engraving. Be- 
ginning December 5, 1864, and ended April 16, 1869, and amounting to 
over $86,000,000. 

With the fourth general issue we find further improvements. The 
Treasury seal is impressed on all varieties for the first time. The 10-cent 
note is the only one which mentions postage stamps. The work is more 
artistic and symbolic. The 10-cent denomination, known as the “10- 
cent Liberty,” from the engraved bust of female figure. The 15-cent 
denomination, known as the “15-cent Columbia,” from the engraved 
bust of female figure, also on obverse. The 25-cent denomination, known 
as the “25-cent Washington, fourth issue.” The 50-cent denominations 
have three varieties, one having the portrait of Abraham Lincoln, an- 
other the portrait of E. M. Stanton, and the third having the portrait 
of Samuel Dexter. Plate numbers and letters appear on the last to indi- 
cate plate and location of bill on plate. Some of the work of this issue 
was done by the Bureau of Printing and Engraving ; some by the Ameri- 
can Bank Note Company, and some by the National Bank Note Company. 

The paper was various kinds — plain, watermarked, fibre, minute, 
and coarse, and combinations of same. The inks were black for obverse 
engraving and red for seal. The reverse of entire series was green. The 
issue began July 14, 1869, and ceased February 6, 1875, amounting to 
over $166,000,000. 

The fifth, and last, of the general issue was the simplest, and has 
the least number of varieties. The appropriation for issuing fractional 
paper money was about exhausted, and an act of Congress April 17, 
1876, for the issue of fractional silver coins to redeem the outstanding 
fractional paper currency caused the end of its manufacture. 

The three denominations have but six varieties. The 10-cent denomi- 
nation, appearing with the Treasury seal in green and also in red ink, 
has the portrait of W. M. Meredith. The red seal has a long key in one 
variety and a short key in the other variety. The 25-cent denomination 
has the portrait of Robert Walker, and the difference in the size of key 
makes two varieties. The 50-cent denomination has the portrait of Wm. 
H. Crawford. They all have plate numbers and letters, as the Dexter 
of the former issue. The paper is a fibre watermarked paper. The ink, 
obverse, black engraving, with red or green seal and the reverse of all 
varieties in green ink. Some of the work was done by the Bureau of 
Printing and Engraving, some by the Columbian Bank Note Company 
of Washington, D. C., and some by Joseph B. Carpenter of Philadelphia. 

The issue commenced February 26, 1874, and ended February 15, 
1876, and amounted to nearly $63,000,000. This makes a sum total of 
$368,724,079.45 issued, and in 1886 $15,000,000 was outstanding and it 
was stated by Mr. Russell H. Drowne at that time that only about 
$1,000,000 could be accounted for as outstanding. The amount of frac- 
tional silver and base metal coinage as compared with the amount and 
number of specimens outstanding should cause collectors to awaken 
to the opportunity that will never present itself again. Over $300,000,000 
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have autographic signatures. Many specimens of different issues appear 
with signatures written across the obverse or reverse, and even above 
the regular signatures, but the only value they have when the signa- 
ture is in a different location than that on the current specimen is that 
of an autograph in addition to the market value of the regular speci- 
men. The signatures of the present incumbents of office of Treasurer 
or Register in fractional currency is simply an autographic value. 
The 5-cent variety bears the portrait of S. M. Clark, erroneously stated 
by a tabulator to be that of Gideon M. Welles. There was no law regulat- 
ing whose portrait should be used, but the assurance of Mr. Clark in 
so using his portrait stirred Congress into passing an act on April 7, 
1866, prohibiting the portrait of any living person appearing on any 
notes or bonds. Before this act was passed the Bureau of Printing and 
Engraving had the essay of the before-mentioned 15-cent notes in 
preparation, but the act prohibited its issuance, hence it only appears 
in proof on separate obverse and reverse. 

The red backs bear a number of different combinations of auto- 
graphic signatures, and are made of different papers and with various 
surcharges. In fact it is the series of the greatest number of varieties. 
One reason for this being the fact that they were printed with blank 
spaces for the signatures, some specimens being extant now unsigned, 
and as the change in the officials of Register and Treasurer occurred 
the new officials would sign some of these varieties. F. E. Spinner was 
Treasurer from March 16, 1861, to June 30, 1875; J. C. New from June 
30, 1875, to July 7, 1876. The Registers were S. B. Colby, from August 
11, 1864, to September 21, 1867; N. L. Jeffries from October 5, 1867, 
to March 23, 1869 ; W. S. Rosecrans in 1880. The names of the last two 
appear on some notes, though they were not officials until after the 
issuance was supposed to have ended. The 25-cent denomination has the 
portrait of William Pitt Fessenden, who was Secretary of the Treasury 
1864-5. The second variety of the 50-cent denomination bears the por- 
trait of F. E. Spinner. 

Several kinds of paper were used, at least three — coarse fibre, 
sometimes called parchment; fine fibre, and plain paper. The coarse 
fibre is placed first, as the variety known as the 50-cent Justice red 
back appears only in coarse fibre with the surcharge on the corners of 
reverse “S-T-6-4,” and the signatures are Colby and Spinner. Note: 
The ‘"S” cannot indicate the month as the issue did not commence 
until December. 

The inks are black on obverse and red on the reverse of one series 
and green on the reverse of other series. Surcharges also appear on the 
10, 25, and 50-cent denominations. The surcharges noted are “S E 2- 
6-4,” ''A-2-6-5,” and “M-2-6-5” on reverse corners and two solid bronze 
ovals appear on the obverse of the 50-cent denomination and on only 
the coarse fibre paper variety of the 25-cent green back variety. 

There also appear what might be classed as location marks on some 
varieties — the 5-cent denomination has a small letter '‘a”; the 10-cent 
denomination has a small numeral “1”; the 25-cent denomination has 
a small letter “a”, and the 50-cent denomination has a small numeral 
'‘1” and a small letter “a”, either combined or singly. These appear in 
the left side of specimen, either about half way down or near the left 
lower quarter corner. They have been incorrectly called “plate numbers,”

1857, to say nothing of that issued before, ought to cause you to realize 
how extremely scarce are some of the specimens of the subdivisions of 
which scarcity even many paper money collectors are ignorant. 

The tabulation as arranged up to date shows the following divisions 
and subdivisions. Divisions are what might be called types, or where 
the difference is distinctive, and most easily discernible, as perforated 
edge or cut edge of the first issue; differences in surcharges or of paper 
in second issue; difference in design, paper, or color of ink used as in 
third issue. Subdivisions concern difference in paper, shade of ink, sur- 
charges of each denomination, errors, insertion of letters or numbers 
on certain notes in sheet regularly occurring. Plate numbers are not 
included, though I have a list of all I have seen, nor are notes with 
signatures in improper places included.

I.G.B. Johann Georg BREYER (BREUER), a medalist and diesinker who 
variously resided in the city of Brunswick, in Sweden, in Altona, and 
other places. 

Breyer was responsible for a number of Saxon medals struck 
between 1667 and 1684, as well as two series of coins minted for Saxe- 
Weissenfels-Magdeburg in 1673 and 1675. The latter series was coined 
at Wolmirstedt (See “Three Stars,” No. 73), and that of 1673 may well 
have been struck there also. Assuming that it was, it would seem 
probable that Breyer served as mintmaster at Wolmirstedt 1673-75, 
especially since he later held the office of mintmaster at Brunswick 
1675-85. 

He was still living in Altona in 1695. 

I.G.G. Johann Georg GODECKE, mint director at Leipzig 1752-53. Godecke, 
simultaneously mintmaster at Altkirchen (Sayn) 1744-55, reopened 
Leipzig mint which had been idle since 1716. 

I.G.I. Johann George JUNKER, sometime burgermaster of Waltershausen, 
Saxe-Gotha, who worked as a diesinker 1707-08 in Gotha, and 1708-16 
in Leipzig. 

I.G.K. Johann Gottlob KITTEL 1688-1727, a medalist of Breslau. Son of 
Johann Kittel (I.K.).

Weber, also known as Giovanni Zanobi Weber, son of a German 
officer in the bodyguard of the Grand Duke of Tuscany, lived until 
about 1805. Between 1760 and 1786 he apparently travelled exten- 
sively in Germany, and coins bearing his signature were struck at 
several mints besides Hildburghausen, notably that of Vienna. 

I.V.F. literally signifies Johann Veber Fecit (Engraver). See W.K. 
for mint history. 

I.W. Johann WAGNER, Ducal Mining Master at Saalfeld in 1580 whose 
signature, according to Forrer, appears on coins. I have not seen it. 

I. W.H. Johann Wilhelm HOECKNER, mint-engraver and medalist at Dres- 

den, active 1702-33. See HOECKNER. 

JL — ST Johann Leonhard STOCKMAR, engraver and mintmaster at Eisen- 
ach 1788-1835. In the former year Stockmar, son of the Ilmenau 
medalist Johann Wolf Heinrich Stockmar, and brother to Theodor and 
P. F. Stockmar, was engaged to reactivate the mint at Eisenach. The 
task of repairing the ravages of twelve years’ unuse was great, and 
Stockmar could not begin striking coin until 1790. From that date 
until 1831, when the final issue of six pfennig pieces appeared, Eisen- 
ach served continuously as Saxe-Weimar’s mintplace. 

During the four years which followed, the ducal government 
became convinced, probably after pricing steam operated coining 
machinery, that a modern mint was a luxury little states could ill 
afford. In consequence, the mint at Eisenach was officially closed in 
1835. A contract for producing subsequent issues was let to the 
Prussian mint in Berlin in 1838. In 1845 the Eisenach mint machinery 
was sold, though Stockmar continued to live in the mint building 
until his death at the age of 97 in 1851. 

For additional signatures of Stockmar see “Lion,” No. 58; L.S.; 
and ST. 

J. REUS F. Johann REUSS, a medalist of the 2nd half of the 17th century in 

the service of the Electors Johann Georg I and II of Saxony.

K 1. Chemnitz kipper mint. 

Prior to 1308 Chemnitz, at the foot of the Erzgebirge about fifty 
miles southwest of Dresden, minted coins locally as a free imperial 
city. Later coins of the Mark of Meissen, sometimes attributed to 
Chemnitz, were actually struck at Zwickau, according to Goetz. Dur- 
ing the Kipper Period Chemnitz was temporarily designated as an 
electoral mint. 

2. Eisenach kipper mint in the village of Korner 1621-22. Hans 
SCHMIDT (SCHMIED) was appointed master at Korner by Johann 
Ernst of Saxe-Eisenach on October 8, 1621. First proofs were struck 
in November bearing the mark K, as did early regular issues. This 
mark, however, was immediately taken by a large segment of the 
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I.G.S. 


1. Johann Georg SORBERGER circa 1669-1703. See SORBERGER. 

2. Johann George SCHOMBURG, mintmaster at Dresden 1716-34. 
From the latter date until his death in 1745 Schomburg was General 
Mint Warden of the Upper Saxon Circle. 

Forrer also alleges that Schomburg was mintmaster at Gotha in 
1689, and at Vienna until 1716. It would appear, however, that in the

1. G.S. mark appears on the 1689 coinage of Meiningen. No other au- 
thority mentions Schomburg, who at that time must have been a 
comparative youth, in connection with Gotha. 

3. Johann Gotthelf STUDER, mintmaster at Dresden from April 12, 
1813 to March 29, 1832, when he died. Studer was mint mechanic at 
Dresden from 1810 until his appointment as mintmaster, and coins 
dated 1812 were struck bearing his initials. Studer’s alternate mark 
was S. 

I.G.W. Johann Georg (or Gottfried) WICHMANSHAUSEN, crown agent and 
mintmaster at Gotha 1682-91. 

I.H. 1. Ichtershausen, a kipper mint of Saxe-Weimar. The mint, opened 
on October 2, 1621 by Mintmaster Barthel BECHSTEDT (B.B.), was 
still in operation in June, 1622. Captain Niclas PROGOTTZSH, com- 
mandant of the Weimarian fortress at Ichtershausen, was probably 
farmer of Ichtershausen mint. Bornemann points out, in support of 
this statement, that a Progottzsh was authorized to deal in silver by 
the Weimar government in January, 1622. 

2. Johann HEIMRICH, diesinker at Eisenach under BAHR (I.A.B.), 
and later mintmaster there from September, 1750, until his own death 
in August, 1754. 

IH — F monogram FRIESE, mintmaster at Goslar. See HH — F monogram. 

I.K. 1. Johann KOCH, acting mintmaster at Dresden 1686-88 (without 
mintmark), and mintmaster there 1688-98. See “Crossed Arrows,” 
No. 49, for alternate mark. 

2. Johann KITTEL 1656-1740, medailleur at Breslau from about 1688 
until his death.

This page is devoted to American 
store cards, war tokens, and similar 
metallic pieces. Its purpose is to 
illustrate and describe the many inter- 
esting pieces that are so little known 
to most present day collectors. In 
some instances the pieces are illus- 
trated for the first time and a special 
effort is made to include the early 
issues that have never been listed 
elsewhere. Collectors who are able 
to supply additional information on 
any of the cards published are cor- 
dially invited to do so. 

Tokens of Texas 

In a study of Dr. Wright’s articles 
on “The American Store or Business 
Cards,” the authors have made a sta- 
tistical study of Texas pieces. Wright 
lists a total of 1,746 pieces, of which 
we list from Texas 65 pieces or 3.7% 
of the total. 

In the original listing Jan. 1898 to 
Dec. 1899, Wright lists only 19 pieces, 
in which he lists 5 as rare, 1 very 
rare, 2 extraordinarily rare, 1 exceed- 
ingly rare, if not unique. In the orig- 
inal listing there were 1,300 Tokens, 
so that Doctor Wright had only seen 
19 or 1.4% from Texas and of these 
9 were rare to unique. 

Through the kindness of dealers and 
collectors Doctor Wright listed in this 
supplement 446 pieces from May 1900 
to Dec. 1901, of which 46 or slightly 
more than 10% were Texas; of these 
46 pieces 9 are listed as rare, 1 ex- 
tremely rare and 1 unique. 

These figures tend to substantiate 
that the early Texas pieces were not 
in general circulation and were for 
the most rare. 

The authors would like to hear from 
any collectors having unlisted Texas 
pieces. It is likewise believed that 
most of the pieces showing buildings 
or historical events were struck by 
The Heidemann Mfg. Co., San An- 
tonio, Texas. 

With this and subsequent articles 
we will attempt to illustrate what we 
feel are the most interesting of these 
tokens.

3. Konigsberg in Franconia, a kipper mint of Saxe-Weimar 1622. 
This mark is found only on copper coins. See K.B. for history. 

4. Johann KITTEL, medalist at Breslau, active 1688-1740. See I.K. 

5. Johann Christoph KOCH, medalist at Gotha 1706-42. Koch, son 
of Nicolaus Koch of Zerbst, was born at Aken on the Elbe in 1680. 
After studying under Raimund FALZ and WERMUTH, he entered the 
service of Gotha in 1706 and became chief engraver at the mint there 
1730-42. 

6. Johann Anton David KLINGHAMMER, diesinker at Eisenach 
1763-65. 

7. Georg KRELL, mintmaster at Saalfeld 1832-46 in succession to 
LOWED (L.). 

Saalfeld mint was abandoned by the government of Meiningen in 
1846, and later coins of the duchy were struck at Munich 1854-70 and 
1901-15. 

K.B. Konigsberg in Franconia, site of a Weimar kipper mint established on 
December 17, 1621 by two Jews, GOTTFRIED (GOTZ) and NATHAN, 
father and son, from Eibelstadt near Wurzburg. A son of Mintmaster 
Kessler of Eisenach was mint supervisor, and Mintmaster AN- 
DREAE of Weimar shared in the profits. Konigsberg mint was closed 
in 1622.

The Alamo is one of the famous his- 
toric buildings in San Antonio, Texas 
and is noted as the scene of a heroic 
defense in the war between Texas and 
Mexico. This building is the chapel 
of the Mission, San Antonio de Valero, 
founded in 1718 by Franciscans, and 
commonly called the “Alamo Mission” 
for the grove of cottonwood (almo) 
in which it stood. It originally con- 
sisted of the chapel, a convent yard 
about 100 ft. square, a convent and 
hospital building, and a plaza about 
2^: acres, the whole being surrounded 
by a strong wall. Upon the disap- 
pearance of the Indians from the vi- 
cinity, the mission was abandoned, and 
after 1793 it was sometimes used as a 
fort. 

In the war for Texan independence 
Cols. William B. Travis, James Bowie 
and Davy Crockett, with 180 men, 
were attacked here by 4,000 Mexicans 
commanded by Santa Anna. After a 
siege lasting 13 days, Feb. 23-March 6, 
1836, during which some 500 of the 
attacking force were killed, a break 
was made in the walls. In a final 
assault, the Mexicans overpowered 
and slaughtered the garrison in a 
hand-to-hand struggle in the chapel, 
the five survivors being subsequently 
killed in cold blood by the order of 
Santa Anna. “Remember the Alamo” 
became the war cry of the Texans, 
who, under Sam Huston, at San Ja- 
cinto, on April 21, 1836, defeated and 
captured Santa Anna. In 1883 the 
Alamo building was bought by the 
State and preserved as a public monu- 
ment, and in 1913, the city of San 
Antonio began restoration. Encyclo- 
pedia Britannica-ldlfJf. This reverse 
appears in a cruder form on another 
Texas piece. Southern Hotel Bar. 

While Wright fails to attribute a 
rarity to the piece he described, we 
believe that this piece, together with 
the balance of the Texas pieces of 
the same area are extremely rare.

Wright has an interesting note un- 
der this piece. “Santa Anna reached 
San Antonio, Feb. 14, 1836, with 4,000 
men. He waited eight days for Tolso 
to join him with 2,000 more, hence 
Santa Anna must have considered it 
necessary to have a force of 6,000 men 
to capture an old church when held 
by 172 Texans. Santa Anna sent 
officers with a white flag demanding 
surrender. Travis replied with a shot 
from his cannon. The Mexicans then 
assaulted in four columns. They were 
permitted to come close to the wall, 
then every time a Texan’s rifle cra- 
dled, a Mexican’s life went out. One 
Mexican report states that they had 
2,000 men killed in the Battle of the 
Alamo.” 

The reverse portrays the monument 
erected in San Antonio in honor of the 
172 “Heroes of the Alamo.” 

This piece issued around 1890 and 
no doubt the work of Heidemann.

Individual coins will not be 
sold.

The $100,000 Gold Certificate 
Dear Mr. Mosher: 

On page 1109 of the October issue of 
The Numismatist is a query from 
L. H. Killingsworth, Healdsburg, Cali- 
fornia, regarding the portraits on our 
currency. In answering it, you listed 
everything from $1 to $100,000. Unless 
I have been grossly misinformed, cur- 
rency in use runs from the $1 denom- 
ination to that of the $10,000 bill. The 
$100,000 piece that you refer to came 
into being in the early 30s when we 
went off the gold standard. I believe 
it was issued only to the Federal 
Reserve banks as a receipt for the 
gold that they turned over to the 
authorities at Fort Knox. 

I suppose that my taking exception 
to your answer to this question is mo- 
tivated to some extent by personal 
pride. In my position, I am frequently 
asked what is the highest denomina- 
tion of currency in use and I have 
always answered that the $10,000 bill 
is the largest denomination of paper 
currency. If you find that I haven’t 
been misinformed, would it be pos- 
sible to run some such notice under 
your “Notes & Queries” column in The 
Numismatist?

Editor’s note: The information given 
in the October issue was based on the 
publication “Coins and Currency of 
the United States,” 1947 edition, pub- 
lished by the United States Treasury 
Department. 

It is true that these $100,000 notes 
were not issued for general circula- 
tion. However, visitors to the Smith- 
sonian Institution ask the same ques- 
tion and, as we do not have a speci- 
men of this denomination, they are 
directed to the U. S. Bureau of En- 
graving and Printing. On display in 
the lobby of the building is the $100,- 
000 gold certificate, series of 1934. 
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statues which adorn the 35-foot doors 
of the mission. The Indian converts 
were forced labor, being chained up 
at night; and their backs scourged 
until converted. All quarrying of 
stone, building dams, digging acequias, 
making gardens and planting of vine- 
yards were done with this labor. 

The mission is about four miles 
from the old city limits of San An- 
tonio and is in ruins. This card is 
rare and was issued around 1890 and 
was probably struck by Heidemann.

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Perfection Is Hard to Obtain 
Dear Sir: 

On the subject of “Uncirculated” 
and in answer to W. A. Thompson, I 
will say that the reason I stressed the 
importance of the condition “uncircu- 
lated” in my previous letter is because 
it is our top classification and what 
else are we to go by? Proof coins 
definitely come under the heading of 
“brilliant specimens” and are coins 
that although legally qualified, are not 
made for circulation. 

The accepted meaning of the term 
“uncirculated” is the condition in 
which coins are issued to the public 
supposedly A. I.‘ At times I have pur- 
chased new cents, nickels and half 
dollars in rolls in such excellent con- 
dition that they resembled proofs. 
However, some years ago I purchased 
from the Fed. Res. Bank of New York 
several hundred 1878 new silver dol- 
lars which were at that time released 
from storage. Although they had 
never been issued the raised part of 
the design, especially the cheek of 
Miss Liberty was so badly scratched 
from handling and shucking in bags 
that they could not possibly be sold 
as uncirculated. The lower part of 
the design showed the usual mint 
lustre being practically unmarred. 
Friction marks appear from the han- 
dling of new coins. They are not 
scratches or dents and are unavoid- 
able. They are at a minimum unless 
the coins have been handled exces- 
sively and most new coins purchased 
in rolls are acceptable to the collector. 
The importance we attach to perfect 
coins stems from the fact that per- 
fection is hard to attain and any 
product in perfect condition is ad- 
mired and desired. At one time I 
purchased a set of coins uncirculated 
and returned them and received an- 
other set. These I examined under a 
glass and they had light friction 
marks but to the naked eye their ap- 
pearance was entirely satisfactory. 

It’s surprising what can be found 
under a glass. I decided that I was 
too particular and would keep them 
and still have them. We cannot ex- 
pect perfect coins unless proofs are 
ordered. What we can expect an un- 
circulated coin to be is A-1 top con- 
dition with mint lustre.

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Unlisted Massachusetts Threepence

The above photographs represent 
the two known specimens of a new 
unlisted variety of the Mass. Oak Tree 
threepence. Distinctive are the ob- 
verse legend MASATHVSETS . IN . 
(no other threepence has the word 
IN except the Willow Tree) and the 
curious cross-hatched tree, similar to 
that on the Oak Tree shilling, Noe 9 
(Crosby 4-C). The reverse of this 
threepence variety is Crosby’s die C, 
found on Noe 28 (C.6-C), in a badly 
broken state. The positions and forms 
of letters on the new obverse resem- 
ble so much those of Noe 28 as to 
raise the question: was this new ob- 
verse a drastic alteration from the die 
of Noe 28? It is plain that reworking 
of some kind was done on the new 
obverse — note the partly effaced bor- 
der outside the regular outer border 
beads at the top, over THV. 

One of these appeared in a Stack 
sale of 1944, not identified as new. 
The other specimen (holed) was found 
in a lot of Massachusetts silver 
brought to ANS in May 1951. Infor- 
mation on the whereabouts of these 
two and of any other possible spec- 
imens is greatly desired by both ANS 
and the writer.

The alterations clev- 
erly executed would deceive most col- 
lectors but were plainly decernible 
when examined under a powerful 
glass by noted collector and dealer 
James L. Doak of Chicago, Illinois. 

Two such coins have been offered 
the writer from widely separated 
points within the last week. Col- 
lectors should be on their guard if 
such pieces are offered them.

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The First Gold Coins of England 
To the Editor: 

Mr. Richard Cabeen’s report on the 
British mints according to John Stow 
(November issue) was most inform- 
ative and delightful. It was interest- 
ing to note how old John hedged 
himself concerning the first gold coin- 
age. With regard to the gold Flor- 
ences of Edward III (1344), as quoted: 
“This is the first Coining of Gold in 
the Tower whereof I have read; and 
also the first Coinage of Gold in Eng- 
land.” 

“Whereof I have read” is very cau- 
tious; and quite properly so, for no 
man can know everything. There was 
an issue of gold pennies by Henry III 
in about 1257. Each of these had a 
value of 20 silver pennies. The eco- 
nomic crises of the times made the 
issue a failure and in 1270 Henry 
consented to the melting of them. 
These coins are mentioned in Encyclo- 
pedia Britannica, article. Penny; and 
they are discussed at some length in 
Thomas B. Costain,* The Magnificent 
Century, pp. 176-178. One wonders 
whether any single one of those gold 
pennies of Henry III has survived. It 
is alleged that they were of consid- 
erable beauty and it is rather aston- 
ishing that Stow had not read of 
them.

Varieties of $1 Silver Certificates 
Dear Editor: 

I am writing you in connection with 
an interesting variation in the current 
1935D $1 silver certificate. I had occa- 
sion to examine about 100 $1 bills 
taken in at my father’s place of busi- 
ness and noticed what seemed to be 
two distinct reverses. They measure 
the same in length but vary in height. 
Type I is 59mm high and occurred on 
every reverse having a number up to 
5009. Type II is 56mm high and oc- 
curred on every bill beyond 5021. 

I was not able to examine any bills 
between 5009 and 5021 and therefore 
it is impossible to tell exactly where 
the break came. The reduced size on 
type II eliminated some scrollwork at 
the top and bottom. The easiest way 
to examine the differences at a glance 
is to look below the “R” of “DOL- 
LAR”; on type I there are 2 rows of 
squares, while on type II there is only 
one row of squares. I have not seen 
this variation mentioned in any nu- 
mismatic publication, so therefore I 
thought it might be possibly worth- 
while to draw your attention to it. I 
would appreciate any additional in- 
formation or explanation collectors 
might give concerning this.

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NATIONAL COIN WEEK 

April 18-24, 1952 

National Coin Week is an annual, organized effort, sponsored by the Ameri- 
can Numismatic Association, to call attention to the educational and recrea- 
tional advantages of coin collecting, to recognize important milestones in the 
history and development of coinage, to stimulate and encourage interest in 
collecting. 

The theme for the 1952 observance of National Coin Week is Coins, Tokens 
and Currency of the Colonies. This theme has been selected in recognition of 
the fact that 1952 is the tercentenary of the first distinctive coinage in the New 
World, generally considered to have been the Oak and Pine Tree coinage of 
Massachusetts, along with some other contemporary coinage. It is suggested 
that public exhibits and publicity in newspapers include special attention to 
these issues and those which followed, in both metal coinage and paper cur- 
rency, and the other various media of exchange used in the United States prior 
to the establishment of the Mint in Philadelphia.

The General Chairman of the 1952 National Coin Week activities is Dr. F. 
Stevens Epps of Charleston, West Virginia. Dr. Epps directed the local activi- 
ties of the Kanawha Valley Coin Club, which he had helped to organize, and 
that club received the First Award in Class A participation in 1951. The Vice- 
Chairman is Ben A. Bagby of Huntington, West Virginia. The Huntington 
Coin Club received the First Award for Class B clubs in 1951.

NELSON T. THORSON, L.M. 12 

Nelson Thor Thorson was born in Horby, Sweden, September 16, 1881, and 
passed away in Omaha, Nebraska, on Tuesday, November 27, 1951, at the age 
of 70 years, two months and eleven days. He was the son of John Nels and 
Hanna Nelson. He came to this country with his parents in 1887 and received 
his early education in the public schools at Lincoln. He was united in marriage 
to Corinne Paulson on August 4, 1923. 

For 33 years, from 1910 to 1943, he was the owner and editor of the Omaha 
Posten, a Swedish weekly. 



Among his many civic and community achievements, he was treasurer of 
the Tornado Relief Committee in 1913 and served as a member of the Con- 
gressional Committee on the John Ericsson Memorial. He was a member and 
one-time vice president of the Omaha Public Library Board, served as a 
member of the Omaha Symphony Board in 1931-32, and held memberships in 
the National Editorial Association and the Nebraska Foreign Language Press 
Association. 

He held the office of president of the American Numismatic Association 
for two years (1933-1935), after being chairman of the Board of Governors for 
the four preceding years. He held memberships in numerous numismatic 
societies of America, Sweden, England, Holland, and Belgium, and was the 
V founder of the Omaha Coin (Z!lub. 

For a number of years he operated the Coin & Stamp Exchange at 1514 
Dodge Street, Omaha, Nebraska, this being one of the largest retail stores of 
its kind in the Midwest. 

He is survived by his wife, Corinne Thorson, and one sister, Marie Thorson, 
both of Omaha, other relatives, and a large circle of friends. 
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VISUAL EDUCATION COMMITTEE ANNOUNCES 
NEW SETS OF SLIDES FOR CLUBS 

The sets of slides produced and loaned by the Edward T. Newell 
Visual Education Committee have become so popular that others have 
been prepared. In recognition of the interest in artistic medals, colored 
photographic slides have been made of the issues of two medallic 
organizations. 

Set No. 11 pictures both sides of the 12 “Circle of Friends of the 
Medallion'* medals and the first 18 “Society of Medalists" issues, making 
a total of 60 beautiful slides. Set No. 12 continues with the later issues 
of the “Society of Medalists." Subsequent medals of the “Society" will 
be added to this set from time to time. 

Another set, dedicated to M. P. Carey, author of “The Emperors 
of Rome," is in preparation and is expected to be available to clubs by 
February 1. Mr. Carey has loaned 50 of his bronze coins portraying 
emperors to the Committee to be photographed. Including about half 
of the reverses, this set will consist of from 70 to 75 slides. 

Production and use of slides have extended over several years, the 
first scheduled use by a club having been in April of 1949. With 10 sets 
available during the last six months of 1951, there was a total of 65 
showings by 36 different clubs in 20 states. By the end of 1951, several 
clubs had seen all of the 10 sets available.

Mr. Straus spoke on Die Breaks and 
explained how the die is made in steel 
and then hardened. After use it may 
crack and cause die breaks which were 
not unusual in the earlier coins. He 
stated that in 1884 there were 132 dies 
in gold coins, 388 in silver and 958 in 
cents and nickels. At the turn of the 
19th centurv it was not uncommon for 
the die to be used as long as possible. 
He gave as an example the spike chin 
half-cent, 1804 broken die large cent, 
Hazeltine Silver Dollars, 1804 Mule- 
break cent, 1820 Cromwell piece and 
1864 cent. He also read an ad of Mason 
and Co. in 1876 advertising electro- 
type of half dollars of 1861.
